WILMINGTON — On July 
'30, 2018, during the Monday 
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morning rush hour, the 
McLaren family’s lives were 
altered forever when a mo- 
torcycle crash on Rte 128 in 
Woburn sent Tom McLaren 
to the Lahey Clinic in Bur- 
lington with serious injuries. 
His injuries included a bro- 
ken clavicle, broken ribs, 
broken humerus, and broken 
bones in his face and skull. 
The close knit McLaren 
family consists of husband

Korean War Veteran 
Dalton still waiting on news of brother's remains

WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington resident Joyce Ea- 
ton Dalton, the sister of 
deceased Korean War Vet- 
eran Ronald Dow Eaton, 
awaits answers about whe- 
ther her brother is among 
the remains of U.S. service 
members that recently re- 
turned to the U.S. from 
North Korea. 

At a briefing led by gov- 
ernment officials in Wash- 
ington D.C. last weekend, 
Dalton learned that scien- 
tists have begun examining 
the remains and are mak- 
ing progress in identifying 
the service members. 

“They didn't give us any 
encouragement it was go- 
ing to be fast,” Dalton said. 
“It takes a long time for 
them to identify [the re- 
mains], but they said that

they're moving faster now.” 
Last year, Dalton provid- 
ed information that would 
help identify her brother, 
who was a 22-year-old en- 
sign in the Navy when he 
fell to his death after the 
helicopter rescuing him 


from North Korean territo- .

“They asked me for any 
information I had on my 
brother, such as physical 
forms and dental records, 
and pictures of him stand- 
ing, pictures of him smil- 
ing, anything,” Dalton said. 
“I sent them quite a bit. 
They said that was very 
helpful.” 

Dalton and her family 
learned of Eaton’s death on 
June 25, 1952, and has wait- 
ed for his body to be recov- 
ered since then. 

“I was to be married at 
the time it happened,” Dal- 
ton recalled. “That [Ea-

West Nile Virus confirmed 
in Wilmington mosquitoes 


WILMINGTON — The 
Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health 
(MDPH) announced that 
West Nile virus (WNV) 
has been detected in mos- 
quitoes collected from 
Wilmington on Aug. 7, 2018 
jin the Suncrest Avenue 
wetland area of Wilming- 
ton. 

“WNV is most commonly 
transmitted to humans by 
the bite of an infected 
‘mosquito. The mosquitoes 
that carry this virus are 
common throughout the 


state, and are found in ur-: 
ban as well as more rural: 


areas. While WNV can 
infect people of all ages, 
people over the age of 50 
are at higher risk for se- 
Yere infection. 

The Wilmington Board of 
Health would like to re- 
mind residents that by tak- 
ing a few, common-sense 
precautions, people can 
help to protect themselves 
and their loved ones: 

° Using insect repellents 


e Wearing long-sleeved 
clothing 

¢ Scheduling outdoor ac- 
tivities to avoid the hours 
around dawn and dusk 

¢ Repairing damaged win- 
dow screens 

¢ Removing standing wa- 
ter from the areas around 
your home

routing spraying in the 
evening if the weather is 
above 50 degrees, weather 
permitting, with addition- 
al spraying to be done on 
Thursday evening Aug. 16, 
2018, hopefully, ‘weather 
permitting.

The fighting was particu- 
larly bloody, with atrocities 
reported on both sides. The 
alliance defeated the Chi- 
nese, and in the aftermath, 
many civilians were tortured 
and killed, and there was 
considerable looting. Large 
fines were imposed upon the 
Chinese government, which 
led to the downfall of the 
dynasty in 1912. Boxers and 
other Chinese continued kil- 
ling Christian missionaries 
throughout China for several 
years. 

The Philippine Insurrec- 
tion took place after the 1898 


Spanish - American War, in 
which the U.S. gained pos- 
session of the Philippines. 
That war ended in Sept. 
1898, but insurgents contin- 
ued fighting until 1901. 

He was always addressed 
as Major Eames, but exact 
records of his military serv- 
ice have yet to be found. In 
the Wilmington Crusader of 
June 30, 1954, there is refer- 
ence to him having been a 
Major in the Army during 
the Philippine insurrection. 
His obituary in 1950 also ad- 
dressed him as Major. 

Aldice Gould Eames was 
born in Chelsea in 1872 to 
Othniel and Sophia (Glover) 
Eames. The family is des- 
cended from very early set- 
tlers through the line of 
Caleb Eames. His father 
worked as a conductor on 
the Lynn and Boston street 
railway. In 1875, they moved 
into an old family home on 
Woburn Street near Jenks 
Bridge. The home is still 
standing and is now the 
Brookside Nursery School. 

In a series called Wilming- 
ton Yarns, Paul Emmons 
wrote that Aldice Eames 
spoke of cattle drives com- 
ing up Woburn Street. Stu- 
dents at the East School 
knew that on Wednesday 
morning, they had better be 
up on the stone wall when 
the cattle were coming. 

Aldice Eames graduated as

Returning to the U.S., he 
was a copy reader for the 
San Francisco Examiner in 


1905 and covered the San 
Francisco earthquake in 
1906. 

He returned to Wilmington 
and listed his occupation in 
1911 as a farmer. He later 
became an editor at the 
Boston Herald. 

In 1930, a story in the Bos- 
ton Traveler told of his hir- 
ing a portable sawmill and 
logging a substantial amount | 
of lumber on his property. 
Herb Barrows worked with 
him on that project. 

During World War I and II, 
he was an Army recruiting» 
officer in Wilmington. He al- . 
so served as a registrar of 
voters for many years.

Stern is the perfect exam-

® He began working as a 
mover in 2006, at 20 years 
old, in St. Louis, Missouri. 
He spent the next 18 months 
growing in the company, 
from customer service rep- 
resentative to operations 
manager, to general manag- 
er and now franchisee.

“I will be supporting Jo 
Newhouse but I do want to 
encourage the other two 
candidates to continue to 
get involved,” added Sel- 
ectman Jonathan Eaton. 

Of six current committee 
members, five (Bjork, Jen- 
nifer Bryson, MJ Byrnes, 
David Ragsdale, and 
Chairman Julie Brous- 
sard) supported New- 


house. Committee member 
Thomas Talbot voted for 
Jesse Fennelly. 

Each of the four Sel- 


ectmen present (Bendel, 
Eaton, Ed Loud, and 
Chairman Kevin Caira) 
also voted for Newhouse. 
Selectman Michael McCoy 
was absent due to illness. 

Before the vote, each can- 
didate was given an oppor- 
tunity to speak. 

Fennelly, whose cam- 
paign for a committee seat 
last spring came up short, 
went first. Fennelly cited 
his experience as a parent 
of two young children and 
his desire to serve the 
community as motivating 
factors for his continued 
interest in the committee. 

“That race really reaf- 
firmed my commitment to 
our town and our schools,” 


he said. 

Newhouse went second, 
citing her years of experi- 
ence with SEPAC, and her 
desire to balance her role 
there with pursuing a posi- 
tion on the committee 
itself. 

“I haven’t stepped for- 
ward in the last few years 
because I was actively 
involved with some differ- 
ent items with that com- 
mittee, and I feel at this 
point that I’m able to step 
forward and move on from 
there,” she said. 

Also in contention was 
Scott Trach, the current 
Associate Dean of Reten- 
tion and Student Success at 
Berklee College of Music.

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The Abbey is made up of a ser- 
ies of areas, each with its own 
purpose, designed to support the 
Monks of Saint Benedict during 
their 400 year residency. There is 
the quire for singing, the dormi- 
tory for sleeping, the infirmary 
for the sick, a renowned library, 
the refectory for eating, the cloi- 
ster for reflection, altars for wor- 
ship, the vaulting nave, small 
side chapels, and throughout one 
can see the misericords — car- 
ved wood resting ledges which 
helped monks lean during long 
worship services. 

One of the most notable facets 
of the Abbey is the Milton Organ, 
a massive pipe organ with 4,611 
pipes that is played frequently 
during services and concerts. 
Built in 1631, the organ had resi- 
dences at Magdalen College in 
Oxford and Hampton Court Pal- 
ace. Legend has it that poet and 
author John Milton played the 
organ, hence the name. 

Tewkesbury Abbey bought the 
organ in 1736, and it has been 
enlarged and cared for over the 
years. The Abbey is referred to as 
the “Westminster Abbey of the feu- 
dal barony” given its support over 
the centuries by noble families. 
Notables include the Beauchamp, 
Despenser, deClare, Neville, Fitz- 
roy and Fitzhamon names.

Tewkesbury was able to grown 
and sustain due to the long list of 
donors who gave lands and rich- 
es to the church upon their 
death, bequests that many at the 
time believed would be their tick- 
et into heaven. Like Westminster, 
Tewkesbury is an aesthetically 
beautiful building inside and out. 

Though the monastery was dis- 
solved in 1540, as were all mona- 
steries in England by Henry 
VIII, the townspeople of Tewkes- 
bury banded together and bought 
the church for £453 or what today 
would equal approximately 500 
USD to continue with Tewkes- 
bury as their parish, according 
to documents. The community 
has been crucial to the upkeep of 
the building and has an impres- 
sive timeline of restorations and 


improvements which have kept 
the whole property viable. 
Another connection to Tewks- 
bury is the Touching Souls sculp- 
ture by Mico Kaufman. The orig- 
inal sculpture depicting four 
children of different races touch- 
ing the soles of their feet is in 
front of the Tewksbury Metho- 
dist Church on Route 38. The 
sculpture was created by Kauf- 
man to honor Howell and the 
work she did as a nurse and mis- 
Sionary around the world. A

entrance at Tewkesbury, instal- 
led in 1999. 

The geographic distance be- 
tween our two communities 
quickly shrank as we stood at the 


statue. According to Mico’s part- 
ner Elsie Howell, the Vicar of 
Tewkesbury visited Tewksbury, 
Massachusetts and saw the 
sculpture, felt it represented a 
universal message, and asked if 
a copy could be obtained for 
their Abbey. In fact, the café on 
site is named the Touching Souls 
Tea Room and is run by volun- 
teers selling homemade scones, 
soup, tea and such for those vis- 
iting. 

Should your travels take you to 
England, think about a side trip 
to Tewkesbury Abbey. It is a 
charming town, our sister city, 
and worth the visit as you ex- 
plore all of the riches of the 
English countryside.

“It’s the most wonderful 
time of the year!” A famous 
holiday tune, borrowed by a 
big box office supply store 
for their Back to School ad 
campaign, really wasn’t 
that far off. Next to the holi- 
day shopping season, back 
to school shopping is the 
second biggest shopping 
season of the year, with over 
29 million families spending 
more than 27 million dollars 
each fall. 

Back to school shopping 
started to become a ritual 
for families and a retail 
money maker in the 1960’s. 
By the 1970’s, kids would 
regularly go back to school 
with new clothes and shoes, 
a few notebooks and pencils, 
and if you were lucky, that 
cool Trapper Keeper they 
advertised on TV. 

But by the late 1980’s, a set 
school supply list became 
popular among school dis- 
tricts. As budget cuts be- 
came more prevalent, tea- 
chers were forced to deal 
with the lack of classroom 
supplies. Thus, the school 
supply list for parents be- 
came longer, often including 
things like tissues and clean- 
ing supplies as well as 
paper, pens, rulers, back- 
packs and even electronics. 

So, what should the aver- 
age family expect to pay this 
year? According to the Hun- 
tington Backpack Index, a 
survey performed by Hun- 
tington National Bank and 


Communities in Schools, the 
cost of back to school shop- 
ping for the 2018-19 school 
year has actually dropped 
from last years school shop- 
ping season. 

In 2017, the average cost for 
an elementary school child’s 
supplies went from $662 per 
student to $637 for the 2018-19 
school year. For middle 
school students, the cost 
went from $1,001 per student 
to $941 for this school year. A 
similar drop also happened 
for high school students, go- 
ing from a cost of $1,489 in 
2017 to $1,355. 

It should be noted that the 
cost for middle school and 
high school students in- 
cludes not only the cost of 
clothing, shoes, paper, pens 
and electronics, but also 
activity and sport participa- 
tion fees. 

After a steady rise in the 
price of school supplies be- 
tween 2007 and 2017, the de- 
crease in cost for the 2018-19 
school year is a welcome 
change. But still the cost per 
child can be quite challeng- 
ing for most families. Con- 
sumer Reports, a non-profit 
organization, has come up 
with several smart shopping 
strategies to save money 
this season: 

¢ Do a quick inventory of 
your house. Do you really 
need more pens? A check of 
desk drawers and closets 
might find you more supplies 
than you think. Check last 
years backpack, a quick trip 
in the washing machine, and 


tion. 

¢ Wait to buy everything on 
your list. Your student won’t 
need everything on the first 
day, and most retailers start 
to put back to school items 
on sale after Labor Day. 
(They need to make room on 
the shelves for the Christ- 
mas decorations that need to 
be out by Halloween! ) 

¢ Warm weather lasts for 
the first month or two of 
school, so take advantage of 
end of the season sales on 
summer clothes, and wait un- 
til October to buy fall cloth- 
ing. 

e Shop with a plan. Set a 
budget and stick to it. 

¢ Skip the office supply 
stores. Dealnews, a compar- 
ison shopping website, sug- 


same brand supplies at dis- 
count stores, but for a much 
better price. 

e For some students, the: 
largest portion of their back 
to school budget is spent on 
electronics. Consider buying 
refurbished electronics. Look 
for certified models from 
reputable dealers. If you 
want new products, wait to- 
make the purchase until 
October. Retailers get new 
models in for the holiday sea- 
son then, so last years mod-* 
els will be discounted. 

If you follow these shop- 
ping tips, and stick to your 
budget, the 2018-19 back to 
school shopping season real- 
ly could be the most wonder- 
ful time of the year! Well, 
for at least the parents!
